Four  representatves  of  the 
North  Central  Association  are 
on  campus  today  in  their  third 
day  of  visitation  in  regard  to 
re-accreditation  of  the  under¬ 
graduate  and  proposed  grad¬ 
uate  programs. 

They  are  Dr.  Paul  L.  Dres- 
sel,  assistant  provost  and  di¬ 
rector  of  Institutional  Re¬ 
search  at  Michigan  State  Uni¬ 
versity;  William  P.  Albrecht, 
dean  of  the  Graduate  School  at 
the  University  of  Kansas:  Dr. 
Charles  R.  Ilicks,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Education  at 
Purdue  University;  and  Dr. 
John  O.  Hutchens,  professor  of 
physiology  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  Dr.  Dressel  is  chair¬ 
man  of  the  visiting  committee. 

The  college  was  last  vis¬ 
ited  in  1958,  when  its  under¬ 
graduate  program  was  rc- 
accredited  and  its  new 
graduate  program  was  ac¬ 
credited.  A  visit  occurs  ap¬ 
proximately  each  10  years. 
In  preparation,  NWMSC  fac¬ 
ulty  committees  prepared  a 
written  self-survey  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  programs  and  administra¬ 
tive  procedures  of  the  college.

They  will  subsequently  make 
their  report  to  NCA  offices.  Of¬ 
ficial  action  on  re-accreditation 
will  take  place  at  the  March 
meeting  of  the  NCA  in 
Chicago.

Synonymous  with  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Iowa’s  Workshop  is 
its  foreman,  Paul  Engle,  a 
man  deeply  respected  by  his 
hard  -  worked,  laboring  stu¬ 
dents. 

This  man  to  whom  anxious, 
aspiring  writers  from  Africa, 
Asia,  Europe,  and  America  beg 
to  come  will  be  on  our  campus 
Tuesday. 

In  addition  to  visiting  with 
some  English  classes  during 
his  stay,  Mr.  Engle  will  pre¬ 
sent  a  px-ogram  entitled  “Poet¬ 
ry  and  People”  at  7:30  p.  m. 
Tuesday  In  the  Charles  John¬ 
son  Theater.  He  will  inves¬ 
tigate  the  origin  of  poetry  in 
our  daily  lives.  In  cleai-ing 
up  the  “mystery”  about  poet¬ 
ry,  Mr.  Engle  intends  to  re¬ 
move  poeti’y  from  the  silent 
page  and  put  it  into  the  consci¬ 
ousness  of  living  people.  The 
program  is  open  to  evci-yone. 

An  informal  reception 
will  be  held  for  Mr.  Engle 
in  the  recreation  room  of 
Roberta  Iiaii  from  3  to  5 
p.  m.  All  faculty  members 
and  English  xnajors  and 
minors  are  cordially  invit¬ 
ed,  according  to  James 
Sauccrman,  who  has  made 
arrangements  for  Mr.  En¬ 
gle’s  visit. 

This  Rhodes  honoree  re¬ 
ceived  his  B.  A.  degree  from 
Coe  College,  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  where  he  concentrated 
on  a  program  of  English  litera¬ 
ture,  American  history,  and 
languages.  Mr.  Engle  received 
his  M.  A.  degree  from  the  Uni¬ 


versity  of  Iowa,  where  he  pre¬ 
sented  a  unique  thesis,  an  or¬ 
iginal  book  of  poems,  Worn 
Earth,  which  won  the  Yale 
Series  of  Younger  Poets  prize 
for  the  year  1932. 

While  he  was  a  Rhodes  Schol¬ 
ar  at  Merton  College,  Oxford 
University,  he  received  two 
more  degrees.  In  1937  Mr.  En¬ 
gle  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Iowa  and  is  pres¬ 
ently  director  of  the  program 
in  creative  writing  there. 

Author,  editor,  critic,  and 
librettist,  Mr.  Engle  has 
not  allowed  himself  to  trav¬ 
el  a  narrow  path.  His  lec¬ 
ture  tours  have  circled 
the  globe.  He  has  worked 
in  television  both  at  home 
and  abioad.  In  fact,  the 
opera,  “Golden  Child,”  for 
which  lie  supplied  the  li- 
bi-etto,  was  presented  on 
the  Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame 
in  I960. 

The  noted  poet’s  appoint¬ 
ments  include  American  spe¬ 
cialist  for  the  Department  of 
State,  lecturing  on  recent 
American  poetry  in  Norway, 
Denmark,  Ireland,  Germany, 
and  Eastei-n  Europe  and  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Arts  and  the  Program  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee,  the  John  F. 
Kennedy  Cultural  Center, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

To  this  already  impressive 
list  may  be  also  added  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Engle  is  the  only  poet 
and  the  only  midwesterner  on 
the  National  Council  on  the 
Arts,  the  White  House,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.

Board  of  Regents  Approves 
Plans  for  Student  Courts 


A  new  program  for  student 
discipline  courts  recently  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Board  of  Regents 
is  now  in  effect  for  all  student 
discipline  problems  on  cam¬ 
pus. 

Because  proposals  have  to 
comply  with  regulations  set  up 
by  the  state  laws,  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  was  nec¬ 
essary,  Dr.  C.  E.  Koerble  ex¬ 
plained. 

Last  year,  Dr.  Berndt  Ang- 
man,  chairman  of  the  student- 
faculty  discipline  committee, 
appointed  a  sub  -  committee 
composed  of  Dr.  Frank  Gris- 
pino,  chairman,  Dr.  John 
Wahrer,  Durward  Dyke,  and 
Judy  Miller  to  examine  disci¬ 
pline  problems  on  campus.  Dr. 
Koerble  and  Miss  Karen  Lick- 
lider  served  as  advisers  for  the 
committee. 

One  of  the  sub  -  com¬ 
mittee’s  proposals  which  is 
new  to  the  organizational 
structure  of  the  campus 
disciplinary  courts  is  a  stu¬ 
dent  court.  In  chain  of 
command  it  is  directly  be¬ 
low  the  college  president 
and  the  student  -  faculty 
discipline  committee. 

The  Student  Court  will  be 
composed  of  five  students,  with 
one  serving  as  chairman.  Mem¬ 
bers  must  be  appointed  by  the 
Student  Senate  with  President 
Robert  P.  Foster’s  approval. 
Each  one  must  be  a  junior  or 
a  senior  with  at  least  a  2.00 
cumulative  grade  acerage. 

-  The  chairman  will  bo  one  of 
the  Senate  members  of  the  stu¬ 


dent  -  faculty  discipline  com¬ 
mittee.  One  of  the  personnel 
deans  will  be  present  at  all 
meetings  to  serve  in  an  advis¬ 
ory  capacity. 

Another  new  proposal  is  the 
organization  of  an  Association 
of  Men  Students,  similar  to  tire 
Association  of  Women  Stu¬ 
dents,  which  has  been  active 
on  campus  for  several  years. 

The  AMS  will  be  compos¬ 
ed  of  the  Executive  Coun¬ 
cil  and  the  president  of 
the  Men’s  Residence  Halls. 
The  dean  of  men  will  ad¬ 
vise  the  committee. 

One  of  the  significant  things 
about  the  new  proposals  is  the 
part  the  students ’had  in  organ¬ 
izing  the  regulations. 

Another  item  of  importance 
is  that  any  student  subject  to 
disciplinary  action  always  has 
the  right  of  appeal  in  writing 
to  a  higher  court. 

The  student  -  faculty  disci¬ 
pline  comntittee  has  been  in  ef¬ 
fect  on  campus  for  eight  years, 
and  there  has  been  a  traffic 
court  for  three  years.  The  sub¬ 
committee,  however,  sensed 
the  need  for  the  establishment 
of  the  student  court  and  the 
AMS  discipline  committee.

Another  project  that 
aroused  interest  is  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  Phillips 
family  crest.  From  a  small 
sample,  Jon  Schcurich,  a 


sophomore,  has  designed, 
hand  drawn,  and  painted  a 
large  crest  on  poster  paper 
which  will  be  placed  above 
the  fireplace. 

The  Phillips  crest  idea  will 
be  extended  by  ordering  a  set 
of  earthernware  mugs  with  the 
crest  imprint  and  sweatshirts 
bought  by  all  men  in  Phillips 
Hall. 

Still  in  the  discussion  stage 
is  an  idea  to  enlarge  the  crest 
on  sheet  metal  which  can  be 
mounted  at  the  end  of  the 
building  between  two  large 
lights.

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English  Proficiency':  Requirement 
For  Student  Teaching,  Graduation 


Results  _of  the  English  pro¬ 
ficiency  examination  given  in 
Colden  Hall  Dec.  17  are  now 
being  issued  by  the  Registrar’s 
Office. 

Those  students  who  were  re¬ 
ported  at  the  mid-semester  as 
deficient  in  English  usage  were 
required  to  take  this  examina¬ 
tion  unless  they  were  at  the 
I  time  registered  in  a  composi¬ 
tion  course.  This  program  was 
instituted  last  year,  supplant¬ 
ing  one  in  which  all  students 
|  took  an  examination  in  their 
.fourth  semester  in  the  college. 

I  The  present  program  works 
■as  follows:  When  a  student  is 
(reported  deficient  in  English, 
'on  his  record  is  made  a  nota¬ 
tion  which  will  remain  until  he 
has  removed  the  deficiency. 
Students  who  are  reported  for 
deficiency  after  having  com¬ 
pleted  the  freshman  composi¬ 
tion  sequence  and  who  fail  the 
proficiency  examination  must 
earn  a  grade  of  at  least  C  in  a 
composition  course  in  English 
15,  85,  111.  or  112. 

The  proficiency  examination 
has  two  parts,  a  standardized 
test  in  the  mechanics  of  writing 
and  the  writing  of  a  paper  on 
an  assigned  topic.  Both  parts 
of  the  examination  must  be 
passed  in  order  to  establish 
that  no  actual  deficiency  ex¬ 


ists. 

Until  the  deficiency  is  re¬ 
moved,  the  student  is  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  enroll  in  student 
teaching,  nor  can  he  be  grad¬ 
uated  from  this  college.
